These three preceding numbers are the titles of the original edition of the work, 
which, in fact, consists of three volumes; our Nos. 38638—40, izfra, describe other 
editions. Much of La Hontan’s matter is evidently drawn from authentic sources, but 
his pretended discovery of Long River is wholly fictitious. ‘The work has not received 
the amount of credit to which it is really entitled, although written by a man of more 
than ordinary learning and intelligence. Had he written no other work than the 
“New Voyages,” it is probable that it would have experienced no lack of esteem, but 
his Relations, even when scrupulously exact, have felt the influence cf the skepticism 
which he infused into his subsequent work. See “ Biographie Universelle,” Charlevoix, 
and Faribault, No. 357. In enumerating the succeeding editions I do it with some 
difidence, for there are some variations which are not very clear; for example, in the 
edition of 1742, the “Suite” reads as Vol. 11., and the ** Memoires” as Vol. mi. Some 
editions include the “ Dialogues,” others do not. To be quite sure about these details, 
one ought to have them all under the eye at the same time, and that has not been 
. possible. Dr. Shea thinks there were editions in 1709 and 1731.

A complete set of these Relations” is of the highest rarity; they are all, however, 
reprinted in the “Relations des Jésuites,” Quebec. 1858. 3 vols., imp. 8vo. The 
“Relations of the Jesuits” as to their Canada mission, including Biard’s, 1616, and 
Lallemant’s, 1627, with one in Latin, includes fifty-five volumes, nine being contem- 
poraneous reprints. Intended to excite interest in their missionary work, these volumes 
have proved of high historical value as accounts of Indian tribes, their manners, 
language, etc., as well as records of events in the colony. Sulpitian authors state that 
the publication after 1672 was prevented by the French Government, but Harrisse 
could not find in the archives the documents cited by Faillon. Subsequent “ Rela- 
tions,” prepared for publication after 1672, have been printed by James Lenox, J. G. 
Shea, and F. Felix Martin. To form a complete collection of the “ Relations” of the 
Jesuit missionaries in Canada, on the borders, and in the great North West, from about 
1630 to 1680, has been the laudable ambition of many American collectors, but few, 
if any, have succeeded. A perfect set is the pons astnorum of the American collector. 
The historical and geographical importance of these volumes cannot well be overstated.

John Adams wrote, “On my 
return from Congress in November, 1774, I found the Massachusetts Gazette teeming 
with political speculations, and Massachusettensis shining like to the moon among the 
lesser stars. I instantly knew him to be my friend Sewall, and was told he excited great 
exultation among the Tories, and many gloomy apprehensions among the Whigs.” 
Adams wrote a series of articles in reply under the signature of ‘* Novanglus,” see our 
Vol. 1., Nos. 243, 244, and 263, a/so “ Adams’ Works,” 11. 405, 1v. 410, “N. A.

Brunet says there is another Latin translation under the title “* De Sacro-Czsaris quod 
Sancerrum vocant obsidione, fame, ditione historia,” Heide/bergae, 1576, 8vo. The 
folded plate, page 170, represents the battle of the Tououpinambaults with the Margaiats. 
The author was a Protestant minister who went out to Brazil to establish a colony of 
Huguenots, under the protection of Admiral Coligny; but, the scheme not succeeding, 
he returned to France and published the work. This Latin version is, in reality, more 
valuable than the original, as it contains passages that were suppressed in the French. 
Among other things, the author gives musical notes to show the intonation of the 
Caraibs, etc., a fact totally unknown to Fétis. Even the preface is most interesting, as 
jn it is to be found the letter written to Calvin by Villegagnon, so celebrated for deceiv- 
ing the English squadron, by unexpectedly circumnavigating Scotland and conveying 
from its west coast Mary, Queen of Scotland, safely into Brittany. In chapter xx. is a 
dialogue in Brazilian and Latin, The entire work bears internal evidence of truth, and 
such only as an eye-witness of the events could have composed. One of its objects was 
to introduce the Protestant faith into South America, especially among the Aborigines.

* A set comprising the first edition of each volume is of uncommon rarity. Brunet 
and Carayon give the date of the first volume of this famous collection as 1717, which 
is certainly an error.. Father le Gobien, editor of the early volumes, died in 1708. 
The first volume is approved by the Provincial of the Society of Jesus in May, 1702, 
and by the King, Aug. 23, 1702; this corresponds with the title given by Charlevoix :

Volumes 
I., 1., and m1. were certainly in print before 1707, when an English translation of the 
three appeared in one volume; see ‘ Edifying and Curious Letters,’ our No. 21853; and 
a volume in 1713, from which The Travels of Certain Learned Missioners,’ London, 
1714, was translated, described infra. ‘The publication was continued till 1758, when 
volume xxvill. appeared; then the troubles of the order in France arrested the work, 
and its absolute suppression by the parliament of Paris, Aug. 6, 1762, made any further 
publication by them impossible. As, however, many valuable letters had been collected 
and the work enjoyed a popularity, a new volume (xxrx.) appeared in 1773, the very 
year when Pope Clement xrv. suppressed the order. Another volume also appeared in 
1773, two in 1774, and two in 1776; the last bearing on the title the name of the Abbé 
Patouillet, who, according to Feller, had edited volumes xxvm. and xxv.” The fore- 
going note is furnished to me by Dr. J. G. Shea, than whom there is no better authority. 
There are evidently two or more editions of the early volumes. Of the great value of 
these “Lettres,” as illustrating the early history and settlement, not only of Canada, 
but of Central New York, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, and Wisconsin, it is unnecessary 
to speak. These ‘ Lettres” were collected by the Fathers Le Gobien, Du Halde, 
Ingoult, De Neuville, and Patouillet. For the missions among the American Indians, 
Charlevoix refers to volumes X., XI., XII., XIII., XVII., xx., and xxim.; see his notice in 
“Liste des Auteurs.” See a/so Shea’s ‘* Charlevoix,” Sabin’s “ American Bibliopolist,” 
and a very full history of the “Lettres Edifiantes” in Backer’s “ Bibliothek de la Comp.

So rare that we can only refer to two copies in America, one in the Lenox Library, 
and one belonging to Samuel L. M. Barlow. These laws were issued by Charles v., and 
consist of two ordinances limiting the partitions of lands among the conguistadores, 
which were subsequently omitted. The British Museum (Grenville Library), has a copy 
printed on vellum which is unique. Ternaux No. 49, and Rich, No. 13, convey an 
erroneous impression as to their natuye, which [ Harrisse’s] ‘* Bib. Am. Vet.,” No. 24%, 
corrects ; he says, “¢ They were issued especially for the better treatment of the Indians, 
and, we believe, for limiting the partitions of lands among the conquerors. Leon 
Pinelo states, on the authority of Juan de Grivalja, that these laws ‘tan odiosas,’ were 
prompted by the publication of the manuscript tract Dies i seis remedios contra la peste 
que destruye las Indias.’ They were issued at Barcelona, November zoth, 1542, com- 
pleted at Valladolid, July 4th, 1543, and ordered to be printed, and enforced immediately 
throughout the Indies.” So long ago as 1830 Mr. Rich priced the work at £21. 
For further particulars consult Rich’s “Bib. Am.,” 1. 355, Brunet’s ‘ Manuel du 
Libraire,” 11t., col. 1042, and especially [Harrisse’s] “ Bib. Am. Vet.,” No. 247, for an 
elaborate article on the “ Leyes” in general.
